DCL-1 or such sphce vanants. Therefore, claims 1-49 and 51-56 are novel. 
Inventive step GS) 

Claims 40-42 44. 46-48, 55 and 56 differ from D1-D3 in the provision of uses of the DCL-1 peptide in order to 
modulate DCL-1 activity or to screen for DCL-1. This provision represents routine laboratory experimentation in 
order to belter characterise a newly-identified protein such as that of the citations. Therefore, these claims do not 
provide an mventive step over the citations.
